(4 
little before one a Clock in the Morning) within a few 
Months after he had been generouſly elected to a profitable

Caſtle in Kent Knight and Banneret, by Anne his 
2 Wife, Daughter of John Skmner of Surrey, was born 
of an ancient and gentile Family in the ſaid County of Kent, 
ſent to Cambridge to be initiated in Academical Learning, 
tranſplanted thence to Oxon. purpoſely to advance himſelf 
in knowledge by the hearing of the Cardinal's Lectures, then 
lately ſettl'd there; but whether he took a Degree with us, 
or at Cambridge, I find not as yet.

Years it 
had prevail'd ſo much as to have ſtrange and even blaſphe- 


mous Petitions made to the Croſs, and the Virtues of it were 
marked out, exemplity'd, and difplai'd in writing, and Indul- 


. gences granted from Rome to ſuch as ſign'd themſelves with 


it. This may partly be ſeen in an old Vellam Roll, written 
about three hundred Years ago (by an ignorant Scribe) in 
Engliſh and Latin, and now in poſſeſſion of the Reverend 


Mr. Joſſah Pullen, Vice-Principal of Magdalcn-Hall Ox oN. 


At the Beginning of this Roll, (which formerly belong'd to 
Dr. Langbain, and afterwards to Biſhop Barlow) are ſeveral 


ſuperſtitious Pictures of our Saviour, St. Veronice, the Crown 


of Thorns, &c. The Croſs is ſeveral times deſcrib'd upon it, 


but in every Place it is done in the fame manner. I have
